Congressman Lazuardia Concocts ‘Beverage 
With a Kick From Legal Malt and Near 
; Beer Ingredients.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—An 


old-fashioned beer party was given 
at the United States Capitol today. 

With steins, buckets and beer 
bottles, Representative F. H. La 
Guardia of New York, an advocate 
of modification of the existing dry 
law, demonstrated that by mixing 
two legalized beverages, you can 
produce what Wayne B. Wheeler, 
general counsel of the Anti-Saloon 


League of America, immediately 

branded as an illegal beverage. 
In his office at the Capitol, La 

Guardia took several bottles of the 


j thick malt tonic, containing 3.76 


per cent alcohol, which is now sold 
as a medicine, and mixed that witlt 
a like number of bottles of “near 
beer” containing % of 1 per cent 
alcohol. Then he began pouring 
drinks’ of 2.84 per cent alcohol. 

Julian Richards, who had 
worked in. a Washington brewery 
for 15 years before national prohi- 
bition was adopted, and declared 
that he was the official taster for 
the brewery, pronounced the “La 
Guardia beer” as “excellent” and 
some of the “unofficial tasters” 
used similar adjectives. 

Committee Declines to Attend. 

La Guardia’s “invited guests” to 


New York Congressman gave his 
demonstration to about 20 others, 
who poured into his office to 
watch him pour. 

At first nothing happened. Then 
with a pencil for lack of a spoon.

St. Louis welcomed its first der- 


by day in 21 years tOday with a 
huge crowd at the track.of the 
Fairmount Jockey Club. 

When the horses went to the 
post for the first race at 1:45 
o'clock, the grand stand, club 
house and terrace were filled to 
capacity, the crowd approaching 
20,000. It was the largest crowd 
of the year at the track. And Col- 
linsville Road nad its paratiel 
street car tracks still were pouring 
them in. { 

Flashing gowns made it seem 
that half the crowd were women 
—certainly one-third. The weath- 
er was ideal. The air was cool, 
the track drying repidly and ap- 
parently in tip-top condition. Cer- 
tainly the crowd was primed to 
loose a burst of homage when the 
winner had been determined. It 
cheered the bugle that brought out 
the first harses and cheered in ac- 
celerating volume when § Silver 
Spur raced home a winner, A 
happy crowd—deluging the betting 
booths with its money—a Derby 
crowd. 

Kk. R. Bradicy Present.

“iE. R. Bradley of Louisville, own- 


er of the Derby favorite, sat in the 
box at the clubhouse near the fin- 
ish line. His Bagenbaggage and 
Boot to Boot, he said, were ready 
for their best race of the year. 

At noon 6000 persons were gath- 
ered at the track of the Fairmount 
Jockey Club and Derby time’ was 
four hours off. 

More tHan 1000 automobiles 
made a dense dark spot upon the 
huge parking acreage. Other au- 
tomobiles Were pouring down the 
paved highway and 


urging drivers to “step on it?’ Ap- 
parently they wanted everything 
out of the way of the tidal wave 
of the traffic that was piling up 
behind. 

The most significant develop- 
ment of the early afternoon, from 
the standpoint of the prospective 
Lettors, was the immedaite recov- 
ery of the track from last night’s 
rain. The running strip was dust- 
dry before noon and the track su- 
perintendent found it necessary to 
sprinkle thoroughly 
start of the first race. 

Technically, a Derby is just like 
any other ohrse race, with its 
purse swelled. In reality, a derby 
is a horse race that cannot be 
fully enjoyed unless seen and its 
sctting of the roaring thousands. 
A host of invisible racing fons 
take their sport commonly over 
a cigar store counter and rely try- 
on their thrill when the “contri- 
bution” refunds” (egal name for 
bets) are posted downtown. But 
on Derby day they swarm to the 
track, 


The Derby will have a purse cf 
$30.975. It will be worth $25,725 
to the winner. Hence, though the 
field of starters is small in number 
—only seven—it includes some of 
the most famous Derby horses 
6f the year—the Bradley Idle 
Hour pair, Bagenbaggage and Boot 
to Bodt. This alliterative bunch of 
B's already has streaked into the 
first and second positions of two 
Derbies this year and is favored to 
make it three straight. Bagenbag- 
gage and Boot to Boot were one- 
two in the Latonia Derby and one- 
two in the Louisiana Derby, and 
have many backers who expect 
them to be one-two today. They 
are 7 to 10 favorites to win the 
race. 

Sande to Ride Hasie. 

There is one _ serious threat 
against them, and that is not so 
much a horse as a man. Earl 
Sande, America’s best known 
jockey, will have a leg over Haste, 
an entry of J. R. Widener of Phila- 
deiphia, apd Sande is a wily rider. 
He is one of the very few jockies to 
win two Kentucky Derblies, and 
each time he won with an outsider 
in the betting. 

Rock Man has some following 
grounded upon bis showing in this 
year’s Kentucky Derby when ‘te 
finished third—behind Bagenbaz- 
gage. He is quoted in the prob- 
able ofds at 3 to 1. Haste is 3 to 
°. The outsiders in the advance 
betting are Torcher.

7. That the railroads pay a 
rental to the City of St. Louls 
for the use of the Munficipel 
Bridge, based on the valuation 
of the bridge and its approaches. 

8. That all railroads be al- 
lowed to use the Municipal 
Bridge and those railroads that 
can use the bridge without using 
the ' facilities of the Terminal 
Railroad be permitted to do so 

on a user basis. 

The city could have nro con- 
trol over the charges made when 
the Terminal Railroad facilities 
had to be used in order to use 
the bridge.

The advantages of an ordi- 
mance as outlined above would 
be: 

Would Increase Facilities. 

It would keep the Eads Bridge 
and tunnel open to railroad traf- 
fic and therefore the railroad 
facilities of the Municipal Bridge 
and -approaches would all be 
added to 'those that now exist, 
increasing “considerably the vol-- 
ume of railroad traffic that it 
would be possible to move over 
the river. 

°. It would eliminate all the 

doubtful legal points now under 
discussion on the ordinance as 
accepted by the general commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 
. 3. It would eliminate the dis- 
cussion on the renewal of fran- 
chises of the Terminal at this 
time. They «could be discussed 
when time for renewal arrives 
in 1937. ., 

4. S#far as the use of the tun- 
nel is concerned in‘the ordinance 
as approved by the general com- 
mittee, the city very likely could 
not use it as desired, so it is 
quite logical to leave it to be 
used as designed, that is, for 
railroad traffic. 

The simplicity of the ordinance 
I suggest has two very impor- 
tant advantages: (a) That it will 
expedite the usé of the Munici- 
pal Bridge; (b) that it will be 
easily understood by the people 
and, in my opinion, will, there- 
fore, be acceptable to them. For, 
in the final analysis, the quickest 
avay to effect an exchange is to 
adopt an ordinance so simple and 
fundamentally sound and fair in 
all its points that it can -he 
readily’ understood and _ future 
differences and litigattonm-avoid- 
ed.

The Chinese have known small- 
pox for many hundreds of years 
and have long practiced crude 
methods of inoculation against it, 
chiefly by applying scab dust to

The infection is generally con- 
sidered to be air-borne and to en- 
ter the system through the nose 
and throat.

In America vaccination once 
every five years is sufficient, but 
in countries where smallpox is rife 
it is advisable to be vaccinated 
yearly or every two years. 

Vaccination will protect a per- 
son even after he has been tn con- 
tact with a case of smallpox if it 
is only delayed a day or two. 

Opponents of vaccination great- 
ly exaggerate its danger. The only 
real danger is from outside infec-

It starts with a sudden chill, fol- 
lowed by a rapid rise in tempera- 
ture; after three days a very fine 
rash appears, with pain in the 
back. sore throat and frequént 
yomiting.

The eruption-is fully formed in 
nine days and the crusts begtn to 
fall off in two weeks. The patient 
must be isolated until all the scabs 
are gone and he has had one or 
two antiseptic baths. There is no

Smalipox in China is still as se- 
rious as it has ever been and thou- 
sands die of it every year. All 
these lives might be saved by vac- 
cination. ; 

Jenner, we are reminded, discov- 
ered vaccination in 1796 from ob- 
serving that dairy workers who 
had had cowpox did not get small- 
pox. The Chinese used cow-fleas 
for this purpose a century before, 
but never adopted the method gen- 
erally. 

Thanks to vaccination, the pres- | 
ent generation does not know 
smalipox as an epidemic disease 
in the Western world, but there 
are still (im many civilized coun- 
tries) cerfers of opposition to 
vaccination whose activity, if we.
